In either case—the stronger and deeper interest in an old 
story or the bright and hopeful beginning of a new one there 
is the inspiration of hope and a sense of renewed oppor- 
tunity, which come with this optimistic holiday season and 
which make the sad and discouraged take heart. 

With the setting up of a new calendar comes the chance to 
bury the old grudge, discard the old habit, assume the new 
duty and fulfill all the neglected obligations of bygone years. 
Then in the spirit of youth which bids one hope and press 
forward let us hope for the realization of our greeting of 
good cheer.

OMEN’S organizations are constantly using their 
influence for the enactment of certain laws iooking 
toward the greater social uplift, and no organization is 
more active along this line of endeavor than the Federations 
of Women’s Clubs. The general federation is pledged this 
year to urge the present Congress to pass the ‘““Owen’s Bill,” 
which provides for the establishment of a National Depart- 
ment of Health with its secretary a member of the Cabinet, 
and the “Flint Bill,” which looks toward the establishment 
in the Department of the Interior of a bureau to be known 
as the “Children’s Bureau,’ which shall provide for a 
national conservation of childhood. Every State federation 
is also working on its General ssembly for some special 
legislation along similar lines. South Carolina club men 
are pledged this year to use their bests efforts to secure the 
passage by the 1912 legislature of five bills; one providing 
for a Juvenile Court, an account of which was given in the 
October Keystone editorially; a bill providing for medical 
inspection in the publi¢ schools; a bill for compulsory edu- 
cation; a bill for the establishment of a Free Traveling 
Library Commission and the passage of some legislation 
prohibiting race track gambling in South Carolina. It will 
be noted that in every case woman’s interest in legislation is 
aroused by her love and care for the interest of the child, 
and with eight hundred thousand club women in America 
directing their efforts for the Owen’s and Flint Bills and 
with six thousand women in South Carolina deeply con- 
cerned about the passage of progressive laws in behalf of 
the child’s welfare, it would seem that general public opinion 
might be aroused on these subjects, so that good practical 
laws would be secured which would safeguard and care for 
the interest of American childhood. Clubs are urged to 
attend promptly to the various requests which are coming 
from their legislative committees at this season and to send 
their endorsement of such measures at once to their respec- 
tive congressmen and representatives in their legislatures. 
All these measures will not be secured this year, but an 
expression of opinion creates public sentiment and no rep- 


resentative body of lawmakers will ever long withstand pub- 
lic sentiment. Woman has a large part to play in the crea- 
tion of public opinion and organized womanhood has a 
larger part and, therefore, a greater responsibility in bring- 
ing about a high moral tone in a community. 


MERICAN history has not had the perspective that 

adds so much to the charm of the history of many 
European countries, but when our poetry and literature 
have embellished our history we shall find our place in the 
libraries of the world. Just now the Journal of American 
History is doing a splendid work for American history;

OR the information of the clubs of the Mississippi Fed- 
eration the chairman of the Committee on Literature, 


Miss Carrie Willing Ramsey, sends the following communi- | 


cation in regard to the literary contest, which has for its 
subject a paper on “The Ante Bellum Woman.”’ 

First, as to the form of this paper. It should be a narra- 
tive, not an essay. An individual woman or family of 
women should be written up in narrative or descriptive 
style. Real names should be given and the story localized 
as much as possible. This will make the paper an historical 
fact and record that cannot be disputed, whereas, an imag- 
inary character would have only half value among histori- 
ans. The woman or women who are made the subject of 
the narrative should be of the-well-to-do, slave-holding class 
in Mississippi, and the story should reflect the social condi- 
tions of her time. 

Second, as to the main points to be brought out in the 
paper. As the subject of each narrative should belong to 
the generation of women just preceding the Civil War, the 
purpose of the paper should be to prove that the ante bellum 
woman had as much executive ability as the Confederate 
woman, though this fact has not been recognized by his- 
torians. The main point to be brought out and emphasized 
is the personality of the Southern woman, her ability to 
think, her interest in public affairs, and her influence and 
impress on her husband’s thought and action. Her amuse- 
ments, her topics of conversation, her influence on society, 
her executive ability in dealing with slaves, the books she 
read, her attempts at writing, whether published or unpub- 
lished, all these ideas should find a place in the story. The 
best letter which she wrote should be used in this portrayal 
of her characteristics. Her feelings when the war broke 
out, her interest and enthusiasm, her part in making flags 
and uniforms and in fitting out companies are points to be 
noted. In short, the paper should be a faithful picture of 
the real woman who became the woman of the Confederacy. 

Third, as to limitations and restrictions. This paper 
must be typewritten. It is not limited as to length, though 
it should not be too long for magazine purposes. It may 
be given any attractive title which the writer may fancy, 
as “The Lady of Roseland,’ “Grandmother's Garden,” 
“Aunt Kittie’s Sunday School,’ etc. It must be sent to 
the chairman of the Committee on Literature not later than 
April 1st, signed by a fictitious name and accompanied. by 
a sealed envelope containing both jhe reaf and fictitious 
names of the author. ™ 

It is the wish of the chairman of this committee that 
many club women will enter this contest, which has for its 
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object the preservation of the Mississippi type of the ante 


bellum woman.

iad almost every department and from all clubs comes 
the cheerful news of activity; in conservation work Miss 
Stewart manages to infuse her enthusiasm wherever she 
goes; her visit to Highland Springs was followed by the 
formation of four Audubon classes; in Roanoke the W. B. 
C. Club is erecting bird houses in Elmwood Park, and a 
special committee on bird conservation has been added to 
the regular roster of the club. From the Bedford Library 
Association comes the annual report telling of its purchase 
of additional land for enlargement, of its annual purchase 
of new books, of its subscriptions to current magazines, and 
of its offer to furnish to country schools, files of old maga- 
zines and papers; the president, Mrs. Walter Ruan, seems 
tireless in this work. 

LIBRARY EXTENSION COMMITTEE reports that the Moth- 
ers’ Clubs of Richmond have helped to place libraries in all 
the schools with which they are connected. The following 
message from the Art Committee should prove helpful to 
all clubs: 

VAN DyKE says, “The object of art is to please.” In no 
way is a child more easily entertained than with pictures. 
Though equally indifferent to the crudities or niceties of 
language, his attention is at once caught by a picture, and 
his plastic mind is ready to receive an impression through 
this silent medium of expression. Nowadays, all progres- 
sive teachers have supplied their rooms with appropriate 
wall pictures. Let the selection be carefully made, for 
these will be pictures on memory’s walls and the best in art 
will be unconsciously absorbed. In early life, the artistic 
environment has a powerful influence for awakening noble 
thought, for inspiring to higher ideals. As an educative 
vehicle, pictures have now taken an important place and 
the teacher who fails to make use of them is neglectful of 
one of her richest resources. Let the music teacher who 
finds her pupils listless and sluggish, place Della Robbia’s 
Singing Boys before them and note the inspiration to her 
class. A systematic arrangement of pictures is invaluable 
for animating the dry text of geography, bringing the 
tropics or the frozen north right into the school room. Pic- 
tures will furnish an endless variety of uses for language 
work, or they will make clear a confusing page of history. 
And no longer can the excuse of high cost be made, for 
responding to the growing demands of teachers enterprising 
publishers, such as Prang, Perry or the Cosmos Co. will 
supply a hundred pictures for what was formally the price 
of one. In the primary grades, pictures of familiar scenes 
will always rivet attention. That the eye may be concen- 
trated on the central figure, it is best to have but few details, 
as in Landseer’s Dogs or Rouner’s Cats. Older pupils may 
take up pictures representing action, like The Horse Fair, 
Aurora, or The Chariot Race. An element of fun in a pic- 
ture bespeaks for it a hearty welcome. Murillo’s Beggar 
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Boys and The Sick Monkey are great favorites. The higher 
grades show a fondness for legendary art. If the pupils are 
reading The Pied Piper, show them Kaulbach’s picture. 
Abbey's fifteen pictures of Sir Galahad, in the Boston 
Library, will delight them if they are studying that finest of 
all the old English legends, The Story of the Grail. 
Through the farm scenes of Dupre or the peasants of Millet 
and those of Breton a proper respect for country life may 
be inculcated. A love of animals may be acquired through 
an acquaintance with Rosa Bonheur's works. An interest 
in atmospheric effects may be aroused through a contem- 
plation of Corot’s pictures. The life of the artist should be 
studied along with his pictures so that the pupil may be in 
sympathy with the man and appreciate the message he 
intends to convey. This is excellently brought out in Miss 
Anne Warner’s Year Book of the Manual Arts for 1902. 
When the pupil learns that Burne Jones’ popular picture 
was originally named the King’s Il 'edding, and then Music 
on the Stair, before it was finally known as The Golden 


Stair, and that the artist was eight years in transferring his | 


idea to canvas, his curiosity will be quickened to know 
more. For work along these lines, “Everyday Plans,” by 
the Owens Co., The Normal Instructor, The Primary Plans 
and various other school magazines furnish most excellent 
and helpful suggestions.

six years, was burned about two years ago. With the help 


of several individuals, the San Souci Club, the Civic 
League, and a room donated by the Masons, again the 
library was reopened, and has now more than five hundred 
books, a few being added each month continuously. At the 
present an effort is being made to enlist the interest and 
co-operation of other organizations in town. 

THE WomaAn’s Civic Club of Oxford was organized four 
years ago with twenty-five members, no funds, no regular 
place of meeting, no way of proving their good intentions 
to those who were skeptical, and critically inclined. Noth- 
ing to count as assets but energy, the willingness to serve, 
and a purpose in view. Since that time it has been steadily 
thriving, gradually increasing in members, influence and 
general popularity, until today there are eighty names 
inscribed and is one of the livest, busiest and best equipped 
clubs of the State. The largest and most important out- 
growth of the original organization is the Library Depart- 
ment. Within the past eighteen months a good public 
library has been built up and established on a permanent 
foundation, with more than eighteen hundred volumes and 
about one hundred members on the subscription list. In 
addition to this amount the library fund was augmented by 
geveral hundred dollars which was made by the Chrysanthe- 
mum Show, and Bazaar of finest needle work given in 
November by this energetic club. 
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Mr. W. ALLEN, State Pure Food Chemist, has decided 
to talk before the different clubs of the State on pure food, 
its adulteration, etc. This is a rare opportunity that should 
not be missed by the club women. It is of vital importance 
that every mother, wife, home maker and home keeper 
acquaint herself with a knowledge of proper foods. In case 
his services are required write to the chairman, Mrs. W. N. 
Hutt, Raleigh, or to Mrs. Adolph C&ttinger, Goldsboro. 

THE Woman’s Tuesday Club of Henderson, a Literary 
Club of the highest attainment, with a membership limited 
to twenty, is composed of the most cultured and progressive 
women of the State; furnishing to the Federation its second 
president in the person of Mrs. Alderman, and other off- 
cers, in addition to two of the most active, and efficient 
chairmen. From just such influences the Civic League had 
its inception, and in which the Tuesday Club has co-op- 
erated. Early in December Arbor Day was observed, when 


twenty-four fine shade trees were planted on the school 


grounds, and a very attractive programme carried out; in 
which about five hundred children and a large number of 
visitors participated. The Library Committee is making 
good progress toward establishing and maintaining a 
library. 

THe HeEautH DEPARTMENT of the Wilmington Sorosis 
is very deeply in earnest in bringing the question of a 
thorough medical inspection in the schools to some definite 
action. The committee has been tireless in its efforts, and 
encouragement is felt in the fact that the superintendent of 
health has made elaborate recommendations to the city 
council for a thorough medical inspection. The Civic 
Department announces that it is the purpose of Sorosis to 
give prizes again next spring for the most beautiful yards 
and for the best display of flowers from bulbs, for roses, 
ornamental vines, flowering and evergreen shrubs. The 
superintendent of the city graded schools reported that the 
work of the Junior Civic League, composed of school chil- 
dren, is to be continued. Three hundred bulbs have been 
bought for beautifying the yard at the High School, and 
at the other schools the children will plant bulbs and flowers 
in window boxes, thereby adding greatly to the appearance 
of the buildings. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA BOOKLET is issued quarterly at 
Raleigh, N. C., and is published by the North Carolina Society of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, with Mrs. E. E. Moffett and Miss Mary

Kerns, Chairman Hotel Committee Bien- 
nial, 1912, has just sent out the first official bulletin con- 
taining information about the hotel accommodations to be 
obtained in San Francisco during the meeting of the Bien- 
nial. ‘The Palace Hotel has been selected as the official 
headquarters of the president, officers and members of the 
General Federation. 


THe Art CoMMITTEE, through its chairman, Mrs. Pat- 
terson, calls the attention of all clubs to the programmes for 
Art Study, especially prepared by this committee, covering 
architecture, sculpture, painting, municipal art, arts and 
crafts, home decoration, etc., which will help all clubs inter- 
ested in the study of art. “It is the plan of the Art Com- 
mittee of the G. F. W. C. to send out a traveling gallery of 
modern paintings, on or about January 1, 1912. The pic- 
tures will be of high standard, from the Chicago Society of 
Artists,—such as they would send to a competitive exhibi- 
tion. The paintings will be unframed, but matted. A fee 
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of $5.00 will be charged for the use of the gallery, and the 
express from the last exhibition. This fee is necessary to 
meet the many expenses of the collection. If a painting is 
sold, the commission is retained by the club selling same. 
The gallery will be furnished with hooks and wire for hang- 
ing. Should your club wish to use this gallery,—or some 
other club (Federated) in your vicinity, will you please 
send us an early answer, that a route most advantageous to 
the club may be arranged.

The second edition of the Handbook of Art in our Own 
Country is not yet exhausted and club women may secure 
copies from any member of the Art Committee or from 
their State president. This committee also advocates the 
decoration of rural schools. Mrs. Rk. P. Murdock, Wichita, 
Kansas, is the member in charge of this special work and 
can furnish lists of good reproduction in color suitable for 
hanging in school rooms. She is working with county 
superintendents in her State with the idea of putting better 
pictures in the rural schools. 


THE Foop SANITATION CoMMITTEE suggests that clubs 
take up the questions of woman buyers’ influence in secur- 
ing pure milk; local protection of food from flies and dust; 
does the modern housewife cook too much with the can 
opener. Push the campaign for pure milk and continue the 
fly campaign. The Russell Sage Foundation, 105 E. 22d 
St., New York City, has issued a splendid milk poster, 
whose picture carries a lesson at a glance. This committee 
makes a special plea for women food inspectors, as their 
domestic sense will see a thousand things and suggest a 
simple remedy that would never occur toa man. The estab- 
lishment of a market sanitary ordinance and a woman food 
inspector are the most effective civic work club women can 
do. The work of Dr. Wiley is again endorsed and his 
services in preventing food graft and improper labels. 


THE HousEHoLD Economics CoMMITTEE suggests the 
co-operation of local gas companies in giving cooking dem- 
onstrations. In advertising their gas and gas stoves they 
can be called upon to have trained domestic science teachers 
from graded schools who will show what can be cooked 
and how to cook it. These women instructors in some cases 
visit the homes and give first aid to the beginners as well as 
conduct large public demonstrations. The work which clubs 
are unable to do without a large investment, these corpora- 


tions are able to do upon a paying basis as a means of adver- 


tising. Indianapolis Gas Company has carried on this plan 
in a large and successful way. Over forty domestic science 
clubs have been recently organized in Minnesota, and this 
State is supplied with a large collection of domestic science 
books in the State traveling libraries. Attention is also 
called to the Housekeepers’ Alliance of Washington, an 
affiliation of women who believe the problems of the home 
from the standpoint of both the housekeeper and the worker 
are worthy of serious study, and that conditions can be 
improved by co-operation. It studies domestic problems, 
hoping to improve the efficiency of domestic workers, to 
secure more sanitary habits, larger terms of service and 


greater reliability among household employees. At the 
Bakers’ convention in Baltimore an interesting paper was 
read on home made bread versus bakers’ bread and the 
requirements of the housekeeper. Clubs are urged to co-op- 
erate with bakers and corporations interested in handling 
food stuffs. Bakeries should be inspected and aiso the 
manner of delivering bread. If consumers would demand 
clean and sanitary conditions and ask for such from bakers, 
better results would be secured. All bread should be 
wrapped for delivery. 3 

THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE are asking for the co-op- 
eration of all towards securing the passage of the bills 
endorsed by the General Federation. 

1. The Owen bill, Senate No. 1, to establish a national 
Department of Health under a secretary who shall be a 
member of the president’s cabinet; a bill which meets the 
problem of the conservation of the national health and 
approved by the American Medical Association. 

2. The Flint bill, to establish in the Department of the 
Interior, a bureau to be known as the Childrzn’s Bureaut. 


You may assist this committee by reporting to the chairman 


the supporters or nonsupporters in Congress. And the 
chairman of legislation from each State is requested to give 
the outlook from her State. Success in legislation depends 
upon a long pull, a strong pull and a pull altogether. 
States are also reminded about the resolution in regard to 
the White Slave traffic, and the resolution looking to the pro- 
tection of the public against improperly /abeled pure foods. 

TEXAS announces a pledge of $2,000 to the endowment 
fund. 

THe ALABAMA Society, DAUGHTERS OF 1812, area well 
organized and enthusiastic corps; just now their work is 
good roads, in which they have taken the initiative in this 
State, and they hope before another year to have put 
through the “Jackson Highway,’ which comes across this 
accessible and historic section. The Jackson Highway is to 
be a transcontinental road connecting the Great Lakes with 
the Gulf. Starting at Chicago, to be built county by 
county, State by State, until it reaches Mobile, and on to 
New Orleans, using Andrew Jackson’s trails and roads 
whenever feasible, and as so many of the latter are well kept 
up, the success of the undertaking is assured. 

The Birmingham Chapter, of the Daughters of 1812, held 
an open meeting with Mrs. Robert H. Woodrow, commemo- 
rating the battle of Horse Shoe Bend, on the Alabama River 
—Jackson’s triumph here over the Indian, settling for all 
time the white man’s supremacy, and making it possible for 
his troops to be transported across to New Orleans, where 
“Old Hickory” won his signal victory over the British. Dr. 
Joel C. DuBose gave an interesting talk on the battle and its 
lasting results leading to the opening up of our whole West- 
ern frontier. Mrs. Nora E. Miller followed Dr. DuBose’s 
lecture with a description of the battlefield, as it is today— 
coming into her possession by inheritance, she has donated 
by deed of gift to the State, five acres for a National Park, 
so the Daughters expect, with the help of Congress, to soon 
have a monument erected there. A reception was enjoyed 
by those present after the literary program.

HE, sixteenth annual convention of the South Carolina 

Division, U. D. C., was held in Greenwood, S. C., 
November 21-24, 1911. The opening exercises were held 
in the auditorium of Lander College on Tuesday evening, 
November 21st, when the addresses of welcome were given 
by Mr. Kenneth Baker, mayor of Greenwood; Capt. C. A. 
C. Waller, commander Camp D. Wyatt Aiken, U. C. V., 
and Mrs. 8. P. Brooks, president Robt. A. Waller Chapter, 
U. D. C., the hostess chapter. The response was made by 
Mrs. St. J. Allison Lawton, James Island, and greetings 
were brought from the S. C. Division, U. C. V., by General 
Teague, commander; from the D. A. R. by Miss Louise 
Fleming, State secretary D. A. R., and from the Children 
of the Confederacy by Miss Lillian Rose, of the Marion 
Chapter, Children of the Confederacy. At this session 
Mrs. August Kohn, the Division president, presided, and 
made her annual report, after which The Book of Records 


of the Crosses of Honor bestowed by the U. D. C. in South | 


Carolina up to 1906, and prepared by the members of the 
Charleston Chapter, was presented to the division by Miss 


M. B. Washington, president Charleston Chapter. This 
book the State recorder of Crosses was instructed to send 
to Mrs. Raines, the custodian of the Cross of Honor, 
requesting her to file it with the other records in the Con- 
federate Museum at Richmond, Va. 


There was some excellent music at this session, after 
which the audience adjourned to be the guests of President 
and Mrs. Willson at Lander College, whose spacious par- 
lors, reception rooms and dining rooms were filled with 
visiting delegates, who enjoyed a delightful evening, while 
the pretty students of Lander College served refreshments. 
The business sessions of the convention were held in the 
Knights of Pythias Hall, which was appropriately deco- 
rated for the occasion. The Credential Committee 
reported nine officers, one chairman standing committee 
and 113 chapter votes, making the voting strength of the 
convention 123, represented by 96 women in attendance. 
The Executive Committee recommended, and it was 
adopted, that the state registrar's papers be filed in the 
State House at Columbia. All chapters are requested to 
make application for these, before December 15th, to the 
state registrar, as after that date these original papers will 
be sent in a locked box to Columbia for safe-keeping, a pri- ° 
vate residence not being considered a safe depository for 
such records. The vice presidents were all present except 
Miss Emily Graham, who was detained at home by illness, 
as was also the treasurer, Mrs. M. J. Perry. The vice 
presidents reported their district conferences as most suc- 
cessful, and in all cases the keynote was education. These 
conferences were held in Anderson, Lancaster, Orange- 
burg. The recording secretary, Mrs. Milling, Darlington, 
reported 22 deaths, and spoke of her experience and trials 
in getting out the minutes, published properly; the corre- 
sponding secretary, Miss Alice Earle, Columbia, reported 
136 letters received, 280 letters and 188 postals written, 
expenses of office $19; the registrar, Mrs. C. E. Graham, 
Greenville, reported 3,497 names of members enrolled from 
South Carolina; 330 names sent Mrs. Gantt, the registrar 
general, in the past year, of which 111 were enrolled in 
1911. The treasurer, Mrs. M. J. Perry, Lancaster, sent 
her report, which was read by the corresponding secretary, 
and showed five new chapters chartered; the State per 
capita tax was $464.50; sale of books, Vol. II, S. C. 
Women in the Confederacy, $15.50; certificates for chil- 
dren, $15.90; $72 were paid for printing the minutes of the 
Georgetown meeting; $441.04 were expended; Scholarship 
Fund, balance from 1910, $72.91; collected in 1911, $222; 
total in 1911, $294; expended, $229; balance, $65.41; bal- 
ance in treasury of $313.35. The recorder of Crosses 
reported 429 Crosses bestowed in 1911. After some dis- 
cussion as to one cross reported as sent to the Winthrop 
College Chapter, and not bestowed, it was moved and car- 
ried that in future all duplicate Crosses, if lost and event- 
ually being found, shall be returned to the state recorder, 
who shall keep them, while the State Division shall reim- 
burse the chapter returning them. The president's recom- 
mendations were: Better minutes; that $50 be appropriated 
each year for the president’s traveling expenses to visit 
chapters; that the Division appeal for a larger relic room 
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in the State House in Columbia, if the present State House 
is enlarged; that a definite time, in March or April, be set 
for district meetings, and that the Division make prepara- 
tion to: print the roll of the Crosses of Honor bestowed in 
South Carolina. All these recommendations were adopted. 

Shiloh director for South Carolina, Miss Mary Poppen- 
heim, Charleston, reported 37 chapters, 1 Children’s chap- 
ter and 2 individuals gave $243 to Shiloh Monument Fund 
in South Carolina in 1911; that South Carolina stood 
fourth on the roll in contributions this year, Tennessee 
' leading with $868; Virginia $332; Florida $254. Miss 
Poppenheim urged the celebration of Shiloh Day in April, 
1912, and promised to send out a suitable programme for 
the celebration to all chapters on time. Mrs. R. D. Wright 
and Mrs. J. L. McWhirter, the members of the Shiloh 
Committee in South Carolina, sold Shiloh post cards and 
Miss Conrad’s pamphlet on “Confederate Banners’ during 
the convention, realizing a neat sum from this source. 
These ladies will continue to sell these post cards during 
the coming year. Pledges taken for this fund amounted 
to $63. The Arlington director, Mrs. T. W. Keitt, Clem- 
son College, reported $429.42 collected from South Caro- 
lina for this monument in 1911; $162.43 were returns from 
sale of Christmas Seals; $138.69 collected from the schools, 
and $128.30 given by the chapters. Mrs. Keitt urged 
increased pledges for 1912; $145.50 was pledged from the 
floor of the convention for this fund. 

The South Carolina room at the Richmond Museum was 
presented by Miss I. D. Martin, regent. In Miss Martin’s 
absence Mrs. A. F. McKissick read her report for her. She 
urges larger contributions to the Endowment Fund, of 
$2,000 necessary, and asked for $20 for a State Seal to be 
placed in the room. Dr. Willson, president of Lander Col- 
lege, generously gave this amount for the seal. 

The educational work was reported by the chairman of 
that committee, Miss Mary Poppenheim, Charleston; two 
Division Scholarships—one at Winthrop, value $144, held 
by Miss Nan Tranthem, Camden, and the other at the 
University of South Carolina, value $125, held by Mr. Bur- 
nett Stoney, Camden; a partial scholarship at Confederate 
Home College, value $100, held by Miss Ida Dwight, 
Wedgefield. Miss Tranthem (Winthrop) and Miss Dwight 
(Confederate Home College) graduate in June, 1912. 
These two scholarships will be open for competition April, 
1912. Three Chapter Scholarships were reported—one at 
Lander College, value $194, supported by R. A. Waller 
Chapter, Greenwood; one at Orangeburg Collegiate Insti- 
tute, value $109, supported by Paul McMichael Chapter, 
Orangeburg; one at Winthrop College, value $104, sup- 
ported by Greenville Chapter. Total educational work for 
South Carolina, six scholarships; value $715. This com- 
mittee urges more Chapter Scholarships, and calls attention 
to the General U. D. C. Scholarships reported at Richmond, 
Va., U. D. C. convention; see p. 12, December Keystone. 
The Children’s Chapters reported 16 Children’s Chapters 
in South Carolina; 2 new ones organized this year, and 
159 certificates to children issued in 1911. 

The constitutional amendments carried were three. One 
to require applications for membership in chapter to be 


signed by two veterans, or be accompanied by a signed 
statement from the secretary of the South Carolina His- 
torical Commission verifying the record upon which the 
application is made, or by a statement from the office of 
the secretary of war that such record is found in that office 
at Washington, D. C; 2d. The Committee on Children’s 
Chapters was made a standing committee; 3d. Four 
honorary presidents were created. Mrs. A. T. Smyth, 
Charleston, Mrs. Thomas Taylor, Columbia, were elected 
two of these honorary presidents. 

The historical evening, Wednesday, was presided over 
by Mrs. Kohn, the State president, in the absence of the 
historian, Mrs. Lynch, Cheraw, whose illness was much 
regretted by all. The chief feature of the evening was a 
brilliant address by Dr. S$. C. Mitchell, president South 
Carolina University, who spoke on “The Vicarious Ele- 
ment in Lee’s Character.” A sketch of Commodore N. D. 
Ingraham, C. S. N., written by Mrs. Nora Ingraham 
Hasell, Charleston, was read by Miss M. B. Washington, 
Charleston. Miss Etta Powe, Cheraw, read a poem. The 
Historian’s annual report was read by Mrs. Kohn, and 
suitable music completed an excellent programme. Miss 
Salley, Orangeburg, the member in charge of Rolls of 
Honor, reported 671 rolls sent out this year; 325 returned. 
Marion, Pinopolis and Blackstock Chapters returning every 
roll they received. The matter of fair histories in the 
schools was discussed; $15 was appropriated to buy books 
for the South Carolina Exchange Library, and $15 sent to 
Miss Rion for her services as librarian of the Exchange 
Library. The committee in charge of the Abner Perrin 
Monument Fund were instructed to communicate with 
Mrs. Barney, at Fredericksburg, Va., at once and secure 
the stone for this grave. The Soldiers’ Home Committee 
reported $147 spent on tablet for chapter names, furniture, 
shades and clocks; this committee was discharged. The 
Blandford Church Committee reported their inability to 
secure permission from the Memorial Association to place 
the brass plate under the South Carolina window in that 
church and at their own request were discharged, their 
work of placing the window there being completed. At the 
request of the Charleston Chapter a committe was 
appointed to look into the matter of the care of the graves 
of Generals Bee and Stevens, at Pendleton, S. C. At the 
request of the Abbeville Chapter a committee was appointed 
to look into the feasibility of securing “Secession Hill” as 
a public park.

the Thanksgiving season. A reception on Thursday night, 
by the R. A. Waller Chapter, U. D. C., at the residence of 
Mrs. Durst, was a most hospitable closing to a most enthu- 
siastic and satisfactory convention. The invitation to the 
1912 convention, to meet in Charleston, was accepted. The 
chapter reports all came within the time limit, showed 
marked activity in local Confederate work, and were a con- 
cise and inspiring record of the year’s work of the U. D. 
C. in each community represented. Mm. 2.2 


HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS IN CHAPTER REGISTRATION: The 
first and fundamental point to consider is the application 
paper. As the name implies, this is the blank that each 
daughter is required to fill out when she applies for mem- 
bership in a chapter; and just here, let me urge upon the 
local presidents and their approval committees, the impor- 
tance of this matter. Upon them, rests entirely, the suc- 
cess or failure of this paper, and not upon the Registrar. 
She has only to use it in her work as it is turned over to 
her after having been approved and accepted. See to it, 
therefore, that the application paper has recorded upon its 
face the following facts: Ist. The town, county and State 
in which the applicant was born; also what relation she is 
to the Confederate soldier whose record makes her eligible. 

2d. The name, time of enlistment, company, regiment, 
rank and time of discharge of the Confederate soldier 
thrcugh whom she enters. If an applicant has more than 
one relative whose record makes her eligible to chapter 
membership, the dotted lines for remarks at the bottom of 
the blank is the space allowed for such information. ‘The 
name of the applicant should be written in her own hand 
writing on the dotted line marked signed. The two dotted 
lines in the left corner, at the bottom of the blank, must be 
signed or recommended by two veterans; in this way the 
history contained therein, is made authentic. When a paper 
is thus filled it is ready for acceptance 1n a chapter, and not 
before. There is still one more step for the local president 
to take, before new members (though they may have been 
received unanimously on perfect application papers) can be 
considered in good standing. She must receive through the 
president a certificate of membership, which each member 
should prize enough to frame, as the certificate vouches for 
the record of the Daughter of the Confederacy just as the 
diploma vouches for the record of the college graduate. 

The cost of the certificates is 15 cents each and can be 
gotten from Mrs. Roy W. McKinney, Paducah, Ky. Mrs. 
McKinney will send them to the State President to sign and 
she, in turn, will forward to the local presidents, thus saving 
postage one way. After these initiative steps have been 
taken then the work of the Registrar begins. This office is 
no longer a matter of choice, as the Division and General 
associations, both require that each chapter shall have a 
Registrar. 

The duties of a Chapter Registrar are few, but should be 
accurately performed. 1st. She must keep all application 
papers, alphabetically arranged and carefully filed; must 
send exact, duplicate copies of every paper and demit 
received during the year, to Mrs. J. A. Burton, State Regis- 
trar, Newberry, S. C., October first, of each year. 


2d. She must keep a record book with each member's 
name, when received, and the name of the Confederate 
relative through whom she joined. It is well to give the 
company and regiment of her Confederate relative also as 
a quick method for reference. 

3d. She should have a typewritten list of all the chapter 
members and carry it to each chapter meeting, in order to 
note any changes (by demit, death, removal, or new mem- 
bers) that are made during the year. She shall also send 
the exact, duplicate copy of this typewritten list to Mrs. 
J. A. Burton October first, of each year. 

Fach chapter should see that the constitution provides 
that the same Registrar is eligible for re-election, as it is 
much wiser to have the sane Kegistrar from year to year. 

Begin and end your chapter work October first, of each 
year, in order to have your chapter record tally with the 
Division and General Officers of the U. D. C. Be ever 
mindful of the three requirements of the Division. Ist. 
Fach member must have a certificate. 2d. Each member 
must be registered. 3d. Each member must pay her dues 
and per capita tax in order to be recognized in the State 
convention.

RELIEF WORK FOR CONFEDERATE WOMEN in Virginia is in 
charge of Mrs. N. V. Randolph, Richmond, who has issued 
an appeal to all chapters of the division. She says: 


“This relief work belongs to no Chapter, no city, but is an organized 
work of the Division. Its object is to relieve, as far as possible, the 
wives, mothers, sisters, daughters of Confederate soldiers, the women 
who have fought the unequal strife, and in their old age cry out to us 
for comfort. 

“The Relief Committee is not a Richmond enterprise—it stretches its 
relief work out to our country women. Every Chapter in Virginia is 
entitled to help, as far as we can give it. In Richmond there are five 
homes for aged women, together with Lee Camp Auxiliary, which for 
twenty-two years has given aid to Confederate families outside of these 
homes. It was from this untiring little band of Confederate women 
(every one of whom is a member of the Richmond Chapter) that I drew 
my inspiration, and asked that the Virginia Division should take up 
relief work as a part of their organization. Why not send those in need 
to the many homes in Richmond? Because many of these old women 
have their own little homes, but nothing else. Many prefer to live with 
their own little ‘belongings’ about them. Even the small amount of $3 
per month we can now give them makes them feel their independence. 
Give help now, at once. ‘The winter is with us, winter, too, in the hearts 
of these old women. Let every Chapter have an entertainment of some 
kind and send the proceeds at the earliest date to this relief fund. 
There is no red tape about the distribution. Send for a record blank, 
whether you have contributed or not, for you may have pledged to sup- 
port an old lady in some other home, which pledge it should be your 
duty to fulfill, but there may be some other old lady that just our little 
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help may make happy. You alone, in your Chapter, investigate the 
case, and, being responsible for its worthiness, return the application 
to me. It will be signed by the associate chairman, Mrs. Samuel W. 
Williams; then by the president of the Division, Mrs. A. A. Campbell; 
forwarded to the treasurer, Mrs. Samuel W. Riddick, and as soon as 
the mail can carry the check it goes to the homes of the Confederate 
women. Daughters, there is no other explanation of the relief fund of 
the Virginia Division. It is your work adopted at Suffolk, commended 
at Roanoke, and I am simply the instrument in your hands.

O THE United Daughters of the Confederacy. My 
Dear Friends: For bestowing upon me the highest 
honor in your gift, the greatest honor that can come to a 
Southern woman, I thank you. I appreciate the confidence 
you showed in me when you made me the official head of 
our great organization, and I also appreciate the approba- 
tion of the action of the Richmond convention as evidenced 
by the many letters that have come to me from all over the 
United States. 
I must call your attention to and ask your observance of 
a Standing Rule adopted by the Richmond convention, viz., 
any person or enterprise seeking money contributions from 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy must have the 
endorsement or approval of the President General U. D. C., 
and when contributions are solicited within a State the 
sanction of the State President is necessary. This was done 
not to curtail your liberty in giving, but for your protection, 
for too much unauthorized soliciting has been done and 
some chapters have been victimized. 


Our next convention will be held in Washington, where 
our position will be unique, where we will be in the limelight 
and will be the cynosure of all eyes more than we have ever 
been in our history.. Meeting at the National Capitol, where 
many conventions meet, the paradise of special correspond- 
ents who note everything, we have an opportunity of show- 
ing the whole country what a model convention should be; 
what good a woman’s organization can do; and to reflect 
great credit upon our organization, ourselves, and our 
hostesses, the U. D. C. of Washington. Let us be equal to 
our opportunities. To that end I want us to go to Wash- 
ington with our forces well organized, all chapters with 
dues paid up and with represenation in the convention at 
least by proxy, and to show an unusually fine year’s work in 
all lines, with a gain in membership and in new chapters, 
and with all divisions and chapters united and harmonious, 
actuated by devotion to the cause and not by selfish 
interests. 

I want to ask you State Presidents to make greater efforts 
to awaken dormant chapters, to secure new chapters, more 
children’s chapters, and to increase the membership of your 
division.

Believing good work should have special recognition | 
offer to the divisions or chapter not in a division, the one 
showing the greatest per cent. of increase of membership 
during this year a Certificate of Merit, 

This will be decided by the increase of the general mem- 
bership of the division; by the number of new chapters 
organized and chartered; new chapters or auxiliaries of 
children; by the number of chapters represented in the 


Washington Convention; and by the per capita tax paid. © 


This Certificate of Merit will cover all points mentioned 
above, and will be signed by the President General, Record- 
ing Secretary General, Treasurer General and Chairman of 
Credential Committee, and it will be presented during the 
convention. The decision will be made from the credential 
report and reports sent me ten days before the convention 
showing your present enrollment and your membership the 
first of November. 

Do not forget nor neglect the work of interesting the 
children nor of seeing they are taught true history. With 
them lies the future of our organization, the fruition of all 
our hopes. A twig will grow as bent. 

I hope every division and chapter will make a fine record 
in their endeavor to win the silk banner offered by Mrs. L. 
H. Raines for the best history work done this year. His- 
torical work is a personal benefit to you who do it as well as 
to the cause of true history in the South. Let us be vigilant 
in having only true history published and taught. The 
republication of strongly based sectional articles written 
fifty years ago can do no good and possibly much harm and 
will give wrong impressions to our children. ! 

The time for the bestowal of Crosses of Honor expires 
November the first, 1912, only FOUR DATES on which 
they may be bestowed remain. I ask all of you to give all 
publicity possibly to these facts through newspapers and 
through letters so that no one entitled to a cross may fail 
to get one. 

The corner stone of the Arlington monument is to be laid 
when we meet in Washington, and the Arlington Monu- 
ment Association has made contracts calling for the com- 


pletion of and payment for this monument in two years. If 


the artist meets his part of the contract we must meet ours. 
The United Daughters of the Confederacy will, of course, 
meet every contract they make. The Association’s hope is 
in you. Do not fail them, but help all you can to raise the 
required amount of money. 


Shiloh needs your aid, too. A little boy going through 
Shiloh Military Park with his father had monument after 
monument to the Federal soldiers pointed out to him. He 
read the inscriptions and finally asked, “Father, didn’t the 
South have any heroes at Shiloh?” Six long trenches of 
Confederate dead ask that question. They ask it of you. 

The Shiloh Monument Committee will furnish to all 
chapters a Shiloh programme for the April meeting, and | 
ask all of you to use it and have a Shiloh Day. 

We have been working for these two monuments full 
long already, so let us turn to them with singleness of pur- 
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pose and finish them. Let us concentrate our work upon 
them instead of dividing it among so many objects. Con- 
centration will accomplish great things. One urgent need 
of getting these monuments off our hands is that other 
work is pressing upon us, calling to ws—Education and 
Relief Work. The grandchildren of our veterans must not 
be allowed to sink to the plane of an inferior race for the 
need of an education, and they must have our help. Our 
veterans and their wives and widows are growing so feeble, 
their health failing with age and no friends to aid them 
exc@pt the Daughters of the Confederacy. In the next few 
years this work will make heavier and heavier demands 
upon us. So let us get our monuments out of the way and 
be ready for all calls of this nature. 

The Relief Work is headed by Mrs. Norman V. Ran- 
dolph, and she and her committee are authorized to solicit 
funds from chapters for this work. 

Let us take greater interest in the United Confederate 
Veterans as an association and attend their reunions and 
do all we can to make them gala occasions for the “boys in 
gray.” Let us hold out a helping hand to our brothers, the 


United Sons of Confederate Veterans, for the growth of 


their organization, for the completion of the State Archives 
and for all their work which really supplements ours. 
Wishing for all of you a happy, prosperous year, that it 
may be a year devoted to the good of our beloved cause 
and out of which we shall cast all uncharitableness and have

THE ARKANSAS Division, U. D. C., unveiled their 
memorial window to David Dodd [the seventeen-yvar-old 
hero who was hanged as a spy during the War Between the 
States] on Tuesday, November 8th, 1911, in the Arkansas 
room, Confederate Museum, Richmond, Va. The exercises 
consisted of a eulogy on David Dodd by Mrs. L. C. Hall, 
of Dardanelles, Ark., who was a close friend of the Dodd 
family; the presentation of the window to the Confederate 
Museum by Mrs. Homer Sloan, president Arkansas Divi- 


sion, U. D. C.; the unveiling of the window by little Miss 
Mary Poppenheim Miller, daughter of Hugh Miller, of 
Richmond, and granddaughter of the late Governor Wm. 
H. Miller, of Arkansas, Miss Olive Julian of Little Rock 
assisting in the unveiling, and the acceptance of the window 
by Mrs. Lizzie Cory Daniel in behalf of the Confederate 
Literary Memorial Society. Confederate music by a quar- 
tette and prayer and benediction completed the exercises. 

PENNSYLVANIA: The Philadelphia Chapter U. D. C.,, 
unveiled the monument to the Confederate dead in Pittville 
National Cemetery, Philadelphia, on October 12, 1911. 
This monument bears the following inscription: “Erected 
by the United States to mark the burial place of 184 Con- 
federate soldiers and sailors, as shown by the records, who, 
while prisoners of war, died either at Chester, Pa., and were 
there buried, or at Philadelphia and were buried in Glen- 
wood Cemetery, and whose remains were subsequently 
removed to this cemetery, where the individual graves can- 
not be identified.” The list of the dead shows 70 from 
North Carolina, 22 from Virginia and three from South 
Carolina. The exercises at the unveiling consisted of music 
by the United States Navy Band, an address by Hon. J. S. 
Beard, of Staunton, Va., remarks by Hon. Jos. H. Berry, 
Commissioner for Marking Graves of Confederate Dead, 
together with poems and vocal solos.
